Christian Character. 


MAUMEE, IND., Aug, 1, 1906. 
Dear Brother Summerbell: 

I do not know whether you will remember me as 
the young man who joined the Christian church at 
the time of the debate at Centerville, Ohio, between 
your father and Flood. But that is even so. (1) 
Not that your father convinced me of the doctrine as 
contained in the Word of God; for I had been a stu- 
dent of the Bible all my life. 

But then and there, I found a people who believed 
aus I had received the Bible in all its doctrines, and 
I have been preaching and practicing its precepts 
ever since. I have received and carefully read your 
“Scripture Doctrine,” and it seems to me that in or- 
der to emphasize “Christian Character” you relegate 
doctrine, and obedience (to positive commands) to 
the rear. (2) 

Now the question arises in my mind, Can any one 
have a Christian character who willfully refuses to 
obey (do) the positive commands of Jesus. (3) I 
understand, that the basis of a Christlike character 
is to believe what he taught, and do what he com- 
mands, 

Now many professed Christians refuse to be bap- 
tized, or to observe the communion, and some deny 
the resurrection of the body. Are such to be recog- 
nized as having a Christian character? (4) 

Suppose one goes forth under the command to dis- 
ciple all peoples; and preaches to repent and believe 
the gospel and that they were to be “justified by 
faith,” and receive pardon of past sins, and fails to 
tell the converts that they must not only believe, 
but they must obey? Are they not “shunning to de- 
clare the whole counsel?” (5) I think we would 
have little confidence in a man, to claim he was a 
law-abiding citizen, and refuse to obey the law, or 
cause others to obey it. 

I should have liked that the book contained an 
article from your pen, (6) on the creative power of

God pertaining to man; also on his fore-knowledge. 
"Tis my opinion, you would have had great difficulty 
in sustaining that loving character you have as- 
cribed to Him, in some of your other articles, had 
you done so. (7) If God is the author of our spirits 
(Creator) and has unlimited, infinite knowledge, then 
he must have known that he would have to destroy— 
burn up, annihilate the spirits of the wicked after they 
“returned to him” (at death) and after the judg- 
ment. One of the two is not true, (and _ perhaps 
both).(8) 


I have not written to criticize, but that I might 
have more light on those two subjects, and should 
you or any one else shed that light, let it come 
through the Hreratp or Gosret Linerry.

ANSWER. 

For the convenience of our readers, and to 
prevent interrupting the flow of ideas of Broth- 
er Allison, as some editors do by inserting the 
editorial reply in the very body of the commun- 
ication, we merely insert numbers as a guide 
to our remarks; thus saving the space other- 
wise needed for the repetition of the matter 
on which we comment. 


(1) Yes; we remember well the incident of 
Brother Allison’s uniting with the Christian 
Church at that time. Though very young we 
were deeply interested in the discussion and 
the attending events. 

2) Our position is that Christian charae- 
ter is the great point; and nothing can be rele- 
gated to the rear that conduces to it. 

(3) No; but who has been authorized to 
decide for other children of our Father what 
are the “positive commands” of Jesus? 

(4) There are thousands of good Christian 
people who refuse to be baptized (as I under- 
stand baptism), or who do not observe the com- 
munion (as I understand and observe the com- 
munion), and many who deny the resurrection 
of the body; all of whom possess Christian 
character. Christian character is not deter 
mined by obedience to some ceremony or doc- 
trine concerning which there is dispute, but by 
the general tenor of the spirit and conduct of 
the person. 

We were once in personal conversation with 
a prominent minister, and he exclaimed, “No- 
body that is educated believes any more in the 
resurrection of the body.” Possibly nettled, 
our reply was, “I profess to be educated, and 
will undergo competitive examination with 
you, if you doubt it; and I believe in the res- 
urrection of the body.” The minister was a 
learned man, and yet denied the resurrection 
of the body, and thought that all educated men 
were with him. Shall we say that he had not 
Christian character because of his denial. 
when he thought the matter was so plain; 
although his whole life was being spent in the 
service of Christ, and he was then winning sin- 
ners to Jesus? 

Shall we select some doctrine or some com- 
mand of the Savior that seems to us absolutely 
plain, and make it the test of Christian char- 
acter? Is not that conduct parallel with the 
pope’s claim to infallibility? 

(5) We never heard of such a case. We 
believe all preachers teach obedience. Some 
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emphasize differently from other preachers; 
that is all. 

(6) Possibly such articles may be written 
in a future edition. 

(7) We think it far more important to 
show and prove the love of God than explain 
apparent contradictions to that doctrine. . The 
more the child believes in the love of the human 
parent, the more will that child experience the 
love of the parent, and the more will that child 
have the character which the parent approves. 
So with the child of God. The great object of 
the book and of the Christian religion is to de- 
velop the true character. 

(8) Why not? Is there any cruelty in a 
farmer’s saving the wheat and burning the 
chaff, even though he does it with quenchable 
fire? Do not all humane and kind people de- 
stroy lower forms of life that are, or have be- 
come, useless? And if they are noxious is 
there not organized effort to destroy them? 
Does not man know when he establishes a great 
bank that there will be some man who will sur- 
render under the temptation and become a de- 
faulter afterward? Does the banker hesitate 
to establish the bank because of his fore-know- 
ledge? Creation is complicated. And when 
we are puzzled, we need not think God is. He 
can be loving and just both. He is not limited 
by our short experience and narrow knowledge. 
God is infinite. 

But God’s love is an attribute that ought to 
warn us not to sin. For it is evident that he 
loves the right. If he does, he hates the evil. 

Even if there were no God, it is certain that 
happiness and suffering have come into exist- 
The problem is no greater to one who 
believes in an overruling Father who will 
bring all things to a good end, than to one 
who helieves that creation is a great tragedy, 
without Guide, without purpose, and without 
beneficent end or reasonable explanation. We

—The Standard Oil Company was indicted at 
Chicago. What of it? The Beef Trust was 
prosecuted there. We do not know that the re- 
nomination of Governor Cummins, in Iowa, has 
as much significance as some papers attach to 
it. A small mutiny of U. 8. sailors at the 
League Island Navy Yard, Philadelphia. Sec- 
retary Root’s progress in South America does 
not strike us as conducive to republican sim- 
plicity and pure government. United States 
officers kill a number of Japanese seal fisher- 
men who were engaged in poaching. In sev- 
eral parts of the country railroads are reducing 
their rates, or the public is demanding reduc- 
tion.

where for relief. One of the largest Cincinnati 
churches lately had an audience of a little 
over twenty. On a beautiful Sunday night we 
once were at a great and fashionable church in 
Philadelphia, Broad and Arch, when there were 
twenty-eight in the audience besides the choir. 
The music of the church must have cost from 
$10,000 to $20,000 a year. The Government be- 
gins to buy silver again, for subsidiary coin- 
age. Lynchers are on trial at Springfield, Mo., 
and threats have been made that members of 
the grand jury and Governor Folk will be 
hanged if the lynchers are convicted. The 
great bank failure at Chicago attracts much 


attention. Several deaths have already re- 
sulted. A justice of the peace at Marion, In- 


diana, released a man proved to have stolen to 
feed wife and children. Officers of every labor 
union in St. Petersburg were arrested, to de- 
moralize the plans of the working people. 
Paul Morton is exonerated by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The wheat crop of 
Kansas is great. China furnishes more than 
half of the silk of the world. Fighting in the 
Philippines. Anthony Comstock is now being 
persecuted for a supposed mistake. But it re- 
mains to be proved that he has made a mistake. 
Out of twenty-nine arrests he has made this 
year he has secured twenty-seven convictions. 
He is doing good work. A case of lockjaw at 
Cincinnati is reported to have been cured. The 
medicine alone cost the city $1,000. This is 
true progress and civilization. The Sultan of 
Turkey, undoubtedly, is ill. An attempt on 
the life of the Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaie- 
vitch, commander-in-chief of the Russian army, 
was made by the troops during military ma- 
neuvers, firing ball cartridges instead of blank 
cartridges ; reminding of the artillery fire at the 
Winter Palace a year and a half ago. The 
American Board (Congregationalist foreign 
missionary society) during the past year has 
received contributions from less than one half 
of the Congregationalist churches. Policemen 
are killed in different cities in Russia. A sin- 
gular disturbance occurred between New York 
City and Coney Island, because thousands of 
passengers refused to pay a railroad five cents 
extra fare. Many people were hurt, and many 


damage suits are promised. The railroad was 
wrong according to a court decision; but we 
have not read the preceding events.

Rev. Wm. Bradley’s likeness appears in the 
twenty-eighth annual report of the Boston In- 
dustrial Home. He is one of its corporate 
members, We see the following words of Oliver 
C. Elliott, the superintendent, quoted in the 
soston periodical, Zion’s Herald, of June 13th, 
1906, giving Brother Bradley beautiful recog- 
nition: 

In a city world-famed for its abundance and di- 
versity of philanthropic effort, its numerous insti- 
tutions for the relief of distress, this Home stands 
proudly as the pioneer of practical applied Chris- 
tianity—the first organized effort to provide a home 
for unfortunate, unemployed men by making em- 
ployment the basis of relief. The perplexing problem 
to-day, and ever has been, is “How to deal with 
the unemployed.” 

The Massachusetts legislature has enacted laws 
looking to the extermination of the tramp. The 
local police and health boards have endeavored to 
enforce those laws, which in -substance are, first, 
that they shall be clean; second, that they shall work ; 
and, third, that the places they frequent shall be 
Wholesome and conform to certain rules and regula- 
tions. But in spite of legislation, organization and 
Systematized effort, tramps still exist, and are des- 
tined to remain as a perpetual menace to this and 
every other large metropolitan center. This condition 
of things is made possible largely through imprudent 
benevolence on the part of our well-meaning citizens. 
The sandwich at the back door, the nickel towards 
4 night’s lodging, and the ticket for a three-cent meal, 
for which there is no adequate return, appear at the 
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moment to alleviate suffering and satisfy the need, 
but in reality create, foster and perpetuate indolence, 
filth, moral depravity and crime. Jn 1873 Rev. Wil- 
liam Bradley looked down: through the vista of time 
and saw that the only permanent remedy for this evil 
was an institution where those in need of shelter and 
food could work for it and thus become self-support- 
ing. For twenty-eight years the Home has justified 
the opinion of Mr. Bradley and solved the problem 
of dealing with unemployed, homeless men. Hun- 
dreds, yes, thousands of the men who are adrift in 
the city are starving, not so much for the necessities 
of life, as for an opportunity to start again. Our 
institution is that opportunity, and who can estimate 
the amount of good that has been done? 

It is not only in that case that Brother 
sradley’s work will be remembered. We re- 
member of his work at Jefferson Barracks dur- 
ing the civil war. And the writer was a wit- 
ness and hearer of a heroic speech of Brother 
Bradley once that we some time intend to re- 
veal to the public, as it tended to fix certain 
destinies for eternity. Such a man does not 
live in vain.

Rev. G. D. Lawrence’s late accident, when he 
was returning from a funeral, of which we 
spoke last week, has excited the interest of all, 
because of his great activity and usefulness. 
Some kind friend has sent us a clipping from 
some periodical, which contains matter that 
we gladly quote: 

INJURIES Not Fatat.—Rev. G. D. Lawrence May 
Leave Hospital in a Few Days.—Fifty-four Stitches 
Close Gaping Wound.—Eye Witnesses to Disaster 
Testify at Inquest—Baby Passes Away.—B. F. Swartz 
returned this morning from a trip to the Lake View 
hospital at Danville where he went to visit Rev. G. D. 
Lawrence, formerly pastor of the Christian church 
this city, who is confined in that institution as a result 
of injuries received in the interurban wreck, while 
enroute from Urbana to Danville on Sunday evening. 
Mr. Swartz reports that he found Rev. Lawrence rest- 
ing easy and in good spirits. He received a cut of 
about six inches in the left wrist, extending up the 


arm. The artery was severed and he suffered greatly - 


from the loss of blood, Fifty-six stitches were taken, 
the patient being under the influence of anesthetics 
for two hours. The doctors believe that no further 
complications will follow, and hope to see Rey. Law- 
rence leave the hospital in about four days. The in- 
jured child of the late Mr. Smoot died at the home of 
his mother in Danville Monday afternoon. The 
motorman’s story and the version of the accident as 
given by eye witnesses to the disaster at the inquest 
is contained in the following extract from the Dan- 
ville Commercial-News of this morning; ete.

We have received the following card from 
the church at Erie, Pennsylvania, which dis- 
closes the right kind of interest and enterprise : 

DeaR FRIEND :—Next Sunday morning at 11. o'clock 
we will hold a “DEFIANCE COLLEGE SERVICE” at 
First Christian Church. 

The service will be much as usual, except that 
we expect a Defiance College message from our for- 
mer pastor, Mr. Kendall, and from Mr. Wm. Eld- 
redge, and also expect one or two Defiance College 
students to be present. Mr. Hermon Eldredge will 
speak on the subject of Christian Education, and it 
is hoped that we may have a good offering for Defiance 
College. 


A late Christian Endeavor World used this 
language : 

New York expends forty-five cents a year for each 
inhabitant for playgrounds, music, breathing-places, 
and the like. Boston expends one dollar a head for 
the same purpose; Philadelphia, forty-five cents; 


Chicago, fifty-five cents; Baltimore, sixty cents; De- 


troit, fifty-five; and -others, amounts ranging from 
forty-five down to thirteen. All together, it is es- 
timated that $10,000,000 a year are thus expended in 
the cities of the United States. 

How different this Christian age is from the 
civilization of Rome, of ancient times! Then 
the rulers cultivated the favor of the people 
by great exhibitions of gladiatorial, deadly 
combats. They provided great shows of fights 
of wild beasts. Now the rulers provide “breath- 
ing places, playgrounds and music.” The 
blood of the Roman arena was swept away in 
the flood of the river of salvation from death 
which flowed from the cross of Calvary. 

Some of our readers may remember that we 
lately recorded in these columns the fact that 
an injunction had been granted in Tennessee to 
prevent the Cumberland Presbyterians from 
using that name. This injunction was secured 
by those who had just affected the union of the 
majority of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church with the Presbyterian church. This 
injunction was in the name of union. That 
our brethren may see what is the effect of these 
denominational unions (where there is any 
opposition) we quote the following from the 
Congregationalist of August 11, 1906: 

A religious revival was prevented recently at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., by an injunction from the civil court. 
An evangelist had been engaged and arrangements 
completed for beginning a revival in the Ninth Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church, when the evangelist 
said that as the injunction which had been granted by 
Judge Childress since the action of the Presbyterian 
General Association consumating the union, forbidding 
the use of the name Cumberland Presbyterian, would 
make it illegal to receive new members into that 
church, it would be wise to defer the meeting. 

One injustice of this business is seen in the 
fact that the Presbyterians do not use, nor de- 
sire to use the name Cumberland ; yet they fight 
to prevent the faithful Cumberlands from 
using it. But this is a sample of much of the 
union and federation of recent years. And 
the people engaged in these movements will 
talk of the 17th chapter of John, with tears 
running down their cheeks, and pathetically 
plead for peace and harmony, until they get 
their required parliamentary votes; when they 
thunderously sing the doxology. They will 
write philosophical essays, hoping to per- 
suade the readers of their transcendent intel- 
lectuality, while they pose as in theological 
advance of their brethren who still love old 
principles and have regard for the truth; they 
will show how the smaller denominations 
should merge themselves into the larger for 
the sake of the dignity of the cause of Christ; 
and they will show how to do it by capturing 
property in the name of union, much of the 
time weeping over the Savior’s dying prayer, 
while the real owners of the property are un- 
able to hold their meetings for the conversion 
of sinners within the walls formerly hallowed 
by the worship of God, but now carnalized by 
the success of a pseudo union.

The ‘*Union” That Unites.

Our religious and secular papers have been 
filled with articles bearing on the question of 
Church Union, and some able arguments, 
plans and theories from the most able men of 
our denomination, as well as from the pen of 
stalwart men of other churches; but to my 
mind, many of the articles written are like 
a ship upon a shoreless sea, without sail or 
rudder, chart or compass, expecting the crew 
to reach the port on schedule time, and it’s 
almost due. And I fear in the Union agita- 
tion we sometimes forget that we are to be 
united together in love, in heart and affection. 
It is the will of him, without whom we must 
perish eternally, who poured out his soul unto 
death for our life, and stooped so low that we 
might share his throne, that we should love 
one another, and be united as his disciples. 

It is often advocated, for the sake of peace 
and union, that we should not be very particu- 
lar as to certain parts of truth; keep them 
back, and treat them as matters of no mo- 
ment. I humbly state that I entirely differ 
from this view; for I do not see that such 
union is of a real lasting, or Scriptural char- 
acter. If it be truth, it is dear to the heart 
of Jesus; we are instructed in it by the blessed 
spirit; it is found in God’s book. It is, there- 
fore, of great value, and must be esteemed 
worthy of being carefully and jealously guard- 
ed. We are, therefore, not at liberty lightly to 
esteem, undervalue, keep in the background 
(much less to give up), the truth, even for the 
sake of union. We have to buy the truth at any 
cost; but we ought not to sell it at any price, 
not even for our liberty or life. I believe in 
union; I believe it is going to come. I believe 
it should be the desire and the labor of all true- 
hearted Christians to hasten its coming. I be- 
lieve further that, when the desire in the hearts 
of God’s people to come together becomes 
strong enough, there will be a plan. 

We have not gotten the final plan yet, because 
we have not grown into the fervent desire as yet. 
When the young people of my church fall into 
love, they usually manage to discover some prac- 
tical way and method to get married; and am 
I going too far when I assert that when the 
churches fall genuinely in love with one an- 
other, and with a very Christ-like devotion, they 
will find a way of binding themselves one unto 
another? 

“There are many things said from the plat- 
form in religious assemblies and public gather- 
ings, which there is no possibility of carrying 
out in practical life; but I maintain there must 
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be a possibility of loving one another, because 
it is commanded by God; and especially may 
the beloved brethren in Christ be assured that 
there is a possibility of doing everything ac- 
cording to the will of God. On many ‘things 
we are agreed, and walking thus together, hold- 
ing in our hearts the divine leadership of 
Jesus, it is certain we shall make progress. 
“We build our fortunes by the shape 
Of our desires, and not by acts, 


There is no pathway of escape— 
No priest-made creeds can alter facts.” 


And “whereunto we have already attained, 
let us walk by the same rule,” and be assured 
according to the holy Scriptures which must be 
the basis in love for a union, “and if in anything 
ye be otherwise minded, God shall reveal even 
this unto you.” Let there be more prayer, 
more study of the word, more humility, more 
acting out what we already know; thus shall 
we be more united together, not only in love, but 
in one mind and in one judgment. There will 
be no difference in heaven; there all are of one 
mind. Let us aim at the heavenly condition. 
More patience, more faith, will bring us fur- 
ther on in blessing, and to the union that 
unites.

The Endless Prayer Chain. 
BY DANIEL B. ATKINSON. 


Recently several persons have come to me 
for advice concerning an “endless prayer 
chain.” The letter is so unusual in its spirit 
that it really frightens some persons into obe- 
dience to its demands. The following is the let- 
ter: 

“*Q, Lord Jesus Christ, we implore thee, oh 
eternal God, to have mercy on all mankind. 
Keep us from sin by thy precious blood and 
take us to be with thee eternally.’ This prayer 
was sent by Bishop Lawrence, recommending 
it to be rewritten and sent to nine other per- 
sons. He who will not say it will be affected 
by some misfortune. One person who paid no 
attention to it met with a dreadful accident. 
He who will rewrite this prayer and distrib- 
ute it to nine others, commencing on the day it 
is received, and sending only one each day, 
will on the ninth day experience great joy. At 
Jerusalem during the Holy Feast it was there 
said, ‘He who will rewrite this prayer will be 
delivered from great calamity.’ Please do not 
break the chain.” 

The letter deserves a resting place in the 
waste-basket. It ought to be ignored by every 
person who receives it. The letter itself is al- 


most crude in form, and reveals a confusion of © 


thought. The Lord Jesus Christ is identified 
with the eternal God. The prayer makes the 
precious blood of the eternal God the means 
of keeping us from sin,—a materialism in in- 
terpretation that would stagger any one but 
a theologian of the dark ages. Many devout 
Christians could not conscientiously offer the 
prayer. And yet “some misfortune” awaits 
the one who refuses to “say it.” The verb “say” 
is well chosen, for indeed it is “saying pray- 
ers.” 

The threat which the letter contains breathes 
the spirit of a darker day, when men could in 
solemn assembly endorse such dogmatism as 
this: “He, therefore, that will be saved, must 
thus think of the trinity.” We had supposed 
the day of such bigotry had passed. We 
thought we were living in a time when religion 
was something more than “saying prayers,” 


or thinking “thus” of the trinity. But here we 
are confronted by a request to “say“ a prayer 
with a promise of deliverance from great ca- 
laity, if we “say” it nine times on paper ac. 
cording to instruction, but with a threat that a 
great calamity will befall us, if we do not “say” 
it by rote. I presume there is enough super- 
stition in men and women to keep the chain 
going for some time, unless the postal authori- 
ties interfere. According to an editorial in a 
Chicago paper, the postoffice department re- 
gards the letter as an infraction of the postal 
regulations, which forbid the sending of threats 
through the mails, and prosecutions will be 
made unless the sending of the letter be stop- 
ped. There ought to be enough opposition to 
the “endless business” to stop the letter with- 
out the interference of the government, but it 
will be a wholesome interference if the letter 
can be stopped in no other way.

From Within and Without: 
BY E. A. DEVORE. 


About one-half of my ministry has been spent 
in localities where I was constantly in con- 
tact with our active workers; the other half 
in isolation from them. I have met and learn- 
ed to love a long list of noble men and women 
constituting the majority of all our workers. 
Personal visitation to more than a half of our 
conference organizations, and to-seven sessions 
of the American Christian Convention, give me 
an acquaintanceship justifying a few conclus- 
ions and experiences. 

1. We hardly make effective more than half 
of our real ministerial talent, because of the 
wasteful lack of system in the employment of 
our preachers, very few of whom are so located 
as to be truly successful pastors or students of 
the word. 

This same fact is true of all congregational 
bodies. <A large per cent. of the enrolled con- 
gregational ministers are regularly not em- 
ployed. 

On the contrary Presbyterial or Episcopal 
ministers are rarely unemployed without good 
reasons; and rarely are their churches without 
pastoral watch-care. 

In the face of these facts, are we wise in con- 
tinuing in the old way? Should we not saeri- 
fice that which we call freedom, which really 
is license, of each man candidating for him- 
self; and which often becomes piracy or prac- 
tically the taking from a faithful brother of his 
church, his usefulness, his bread, and giving 
him nothing in return, while making the church 
itself worse by the unwarranted change? 

Is it not possible to adopt a system of pas- 
toral settlement and oversight, which shall 
combine all the good and omit the evil features 
of the episcopal, the presbyterial and the con- 
gregational systems? 

Cannot this multiple system be easily 
adopted and have fair trial, by the union into 
one of certain bodies now practicing the sever- 
al systems—simply by the churches continuing 
under their chosen business methods, while 
they all unite under one fellowship, allowing 
the churches to call whomsoever of the pastors 
they desire, and allowing the churches to mod- 
ify their methods as experience shall justify? 

2. A great majority of our people do not 
make very great use of the word of God. They 
do not desire to practice the Bible; and there- 
fore have little incentive to study it. 

This is equally true of a large part of other 
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churches in America and of almost all of them 
in Europe. A revival of Bible study will fol- 
low the adoption of the rule to send out no 
person as a preacher, who is not “apt to teach,” 
because not familiar with the word to be taught. 

There is need, urgent need, for a few great 
leaders, who shall be pre-emiently Bible men, 
and given over wholly to the teaching of the 
Bible and of Bible books to the masses of the 
people. , 

These men can do much to popularize Bible 
study, by establishing Bible training schools,— 
such as that founded by Moody and Torrey in 
Chicago, and by my friend, Dr. Wm. B. Stew- 
art in Toronto, Canada. 

The need is not for schools of highest rank 
and scholarship, so much as for those reaching 
the great number of beginners. 

The man qualified for admission into most 
of the universities is also qualified to attain 
good results without the university. For the 
young man who is to be a personal worker, a 
bearer of books and tracts to the ignorant, a 
teacher in the Sunday-schools, a deacon, a 
nurse, a friend and comforter to the wayward 
and unfortunate, there is scarcely a school’ in 
the world. Sometimes church Bible classes, 
missionary circles, study classes in Young 
Men’s and Young Women’s Associations do 
good work; but they leave undone far more 
than they accomplish, because of their lack of 
equipment and adaptation to the work. 

Our secular schools no longer employ teach- 
ers who lack training in normal methods. Can 
we expect Bible teachers to succeed, who lack 
all training both of subject and method of what 
they are expected to impart? ; 

Shall we not look, in the near future, for the 
establishing of Normal Institutes for the train- 
ing of all kinds of lay Bible workers in all the 
centers of population? 

Following a revival in Bible teaching may 
we not expect a genuine revival of experimen- 
tal religion among the ‘people? 

Is not such a revival of wide-spread influ- 
ence and power, the one and only thing able 
to save our degenerate age from destruction 
by its lust, and appetite and greed? 

3. The Christians are largely self-satisfied, 
that their principles are sufficient, and that 
there is little more for them to do. The ruling 
motive with many is to get, whereby Christ’s 
way was to give. He sent forth his followers 
to compel the unfortunate and unchurched to 
enter the marriage feast. 

If the Christians would really awake fo their 
mission, there are thousands upon thousands 
of the most intelligent people of the land ready 
and prepared to accept their principles. 

During the past fifteen years I have talked 
freely and face to face, heart to heart, with 
hundreds of college men, lawyers, physicians, 
business men, writers, readers, thinkers, and 
with hardly a score of exceptions have they 
frankly and unreservedly endorsed my _ pre- 
mises, my data, my conclusions. 

The great body of American Christians are 
through and through impregnated with the 
spirit of those who taught that the Bible is 
a sufficient rule of faith and duty; that a 
Christlike life is a sufficient requirement from 
any soul; and that no name better expresses 
all that is essential in religion than the name 
Christian. 

If we had preachers like Paul, and Peter, 
like Wesley and Finney, and Beecher and Rob- 
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ertson and Moody, we could go up and possess 
the land right speedily. 

We need faith in our calling, faith in our 
callers, faith that men are callable, faith in the 
call, and faith in him who calls. Such faith 
will beget in us power in our calling, and ren- 
der us effective therein. The best prachers 
on earth will answer our calls whenever we 
really desire their services. 

There is -practically nothing to hinder us 
other than ourselves. If we will, we should 
double our membership in ten years; and have 
ten million workers long before 1950. By the 
year 2000 the whole earth should be ready for 
our Lord and his kingdom.

The Price of Truth.

What a valuable commodity is that which 
should be sought at any price and sold at no 
price. Such is the wise man’s estimate of 
truth when he says, “Buy the truth and sell it 
not.” He interprets the truth as including 
“wisdom, and instruction, and understanding.” 
These are to be had at whatever price and to be 
sold for no price. If truth be conformity to 
fact or reality, who dare be without it, whatever 
the cost? Is it a matter of indifference to the 
sailor whether or not his compass is true or 
his chart dependable? If chart or compass 
does not conform to fact of what value is it? 
If supposed “corrections” are after all not in 
accordance with the reality, how untrustworthy 
is everything until the real facts be known. It 
is all “dead reckoning” until something is 
found that is true. So in morals. Without 
truth there is no goodness, without right prin- 
ciples no regular practice. By the power of 
truth known and believed we are kept back 
from sin and constrained to duty. This makes 
“the way” of the righteous a definite path 
where he can always be found. He believes 
and does. It does matter what a man believes, 
for truth is at once the safeguard and the in- 
spiration of a right life. 

Pascal was right when he said: “Two 
classes of men only are to be counted reason- 
able—those who love God with all their heart 
because they know him, and those who seek 
him with all their heart because as yet they 
know him not.” Only such men are safe. 
They shali know who follow on to know the 
Lord. No doubt our Lord had such in mind 
who, coming from the East and the West 
(places where the Lord himself had not yet ap- 
peared), were drawn like the wise men to fol- 
low the star that seemed to point to the place 
where Christ can best be worshiped. How 
bold and startling the utterance of Lord Ba- 
con: “None say there is no God but those for 
whom it were better if there were none.” This 
is no mean test of the moral condition of the 
perplexed soul who still longs for the Great 
Companion, although he now knows him not. 
It is the mind bent on truth at all hazards that, 
in finding truth, finds God as well. 

It was the man “looking for goodly pearls” 
who found the pear! of great price. He deserv- 
ed to find it, for his mind was set on finding 
goodly things, and having found it he sold all 
that he might buy it. He could not have ap- 
perciated the best had he not been looking for 
the good. And the best, when found, was 
worth all the world beside. He staked every- 
thing on that one investment. Again Pascal 


was right when he said, “The will is the organ 
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of belief.” The pearl-seeker’s belief showed 
itself in an act of the will. The pearl of great 
price was cheap at what it cost him. Unless 
the truth is worth all we have it is worth noth- 
ing that we have. Christ must be Lord of all 
or not Lord at all. 

It is related of the famous Hillel that he 
came all the way from Babylon to Jerusalem 
to learn wisdom. When too poor to pay the 
porter’s fees that he might gain admission into 
the school he was obliged to listen at the win- 
dow. One winter night in his eagerness to 
learn the truth he was almost frozen to death, 
until the darkening of the window by his body 
heaped over with fallen snow attracted the at- 
tention of those within. So Livingstone 
sought the truth in the Dark Continent until 
he was found dead on his knees, and they bur- 
ied his heart in the land of his love and brought 
back his embalmed body to be placed in West- 
minister Abbey in the land of his birth. So 
Arctie explorers have sought the truth, buying 
it with their health and treasure, not counting 
their lives dear unto them for the truth’s sake. 
Not less brave is the chemist or electrician in 
his laboratory, listening for the still small voice 
of God, even though it follow earthquake and 
fire. The man who would know the truth 
must be willing to buy it at whatever risk of 
fortune or of life. Reputation, dearer to 
some men than life itself, is not too great a 
price to pay for truth as Saul of Tarsus found, 
and Galileo, and Luther, and Wesley. It was 
not they who sustained the truth, but it was the 
truth that sustained them and fixed their per- 
manent place in the Hall of Fame where God 
writes the epitaphs and not man. srave Mar- 
tin Luther on his way to the Diet of Worms, 
life in hand, as he well knew, was heard to say, 
“They burned Huss but not the truth.” The 
truth had made him free. So brave a soul 
could not long miss this truth in his search for 
goodly pearls. 

The strength and perpetuity of Christ’s 
kingdom are due to the fact that its subjects 
and citizens are lovers of truth. “Art Thou 
a king, then?” asked Pilate. “To this end was 
I born, and for this purpose came I into the 
world, that I might bear witness to the truth,” 
was the reply of Christ. What had that to do 
with Pilate’s question? “What is truth?” 
asked the Roman, that it should be mentioned 
in connection with a kingdom that might be 
set up as a rival of Cesar. It had everything 
to do in establishing such a kingdom. It was 
men and women in love with truth, wooing it 
in deserts and catacombs, buying it with blood 
and treasure and life, who made the goodly 
company of martyrs, “the true and faithful 
witnesses” that in time made impossible a false 
paganism. They not only overthrew the wor- 
ship of the emperor but the very empire built 
upon that worship. Truth is not a phantom, 
an innocent fanaticism, as Pilate imagined, but 
a warrior bold ever leading to ultimate victory. 
Heaven and earth shall sooner pass away than 
that truth should fail from the earth. 

Only the true are the brave, for courage is 
the power of being mastered by a great princi- 
ple. Some men are like decayed wood, you can 
drive nothing into them with confidence that 
it will hold. “The love of the truth is not in 
them.” The brave are the true. They not only 
believe, but they know whom they believe, and 
are persuaded that he is able to keep what they 
have committed to him against that day. They 
have made their deposit and are satisfied with 
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their security, and are now ready for work. 
No corroding cares, no divided mind ; the votar- 
ies of truth have but to obey, brave toward 
God and man. The liar is brave toward God 
whom he has not seen and a coward toward 
man whom he has seen, for a lie faces God and 
shrinks from man. Falsehood in its defiance 
of God is essential weakness. Lacking in rev- 
erence as in truth it makes impossible real 
strength of character. Lovers of truth are 
lovers of God, even though he be for awhile the 


unknown God. In their passion for truth 
they find the fresh footprints of God. In seek- 


ing to know the Father they find the Son who 
reveals him. Christ’s greatest champions have 
ever been those who were once his bitterest foes, 
but who thought within themselves that they 
did God service in destroying the faith. Paul 
from his Phariseeism; Luther from his vows 
as a monk, seeking by works an entrance possi- 
ble only to faith; Wesley a slave to ritualism ; 
how much each had to give up to buy the truth. 
Henceforth they were to be absolutely indif- 
ferent to the things that were once their life, 
if they might only know him. Such men are 
the building material of a temple that endures 
forever, the subjects of a kingdom that knows 
Their citizenship is in heaven. 
God is not ashamed to be called 
Christ’s kingdom is based on truth

Men are fast learning that only the man who 
is loyal to truth is trustworthy, whether he be 
an employee of a corporation or the sworn offi- 
cer of the State or nation.

ing head theology the test of fellowship, and 
membership; just as Roman Catholics and 


strictest sects do, for ages past. They are lead- 
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ing in all these so-called union movements. So 
that if such union is made, it will be easy 
blending such creed with the Catholic church. 
Cannon and the Pope will rule the world. 
Passing strange the Protestant world can’t see 
this is true, by their own leaders stubbornly 
refusing to accept the Bible as their only God 
given creed, and Christians the only God given 
name for all his children on earth and in heavy- 
en; and refusing to obey Jesus’ imperative 
command, “By their fruits ye shall know them.” 
This is not the Christ spirit, to refuse to obey

Without which 
no man is Christ’s; with which we are already 
united in Christ inheriting his name, Christ- 
If only the Pope and the Rome-like the- 
ological Protestant leaders would quit mak- 
ing head theology the test of fellowship, the 
world would be converted quickly with “Christ 
head all things;” with the Bible as 
the only creed, each member “the Lord’s 
freeman,” to obey as he understands the Bible.

My 
conference has let me preach one sermon at 
conference in about thirty years, perhaps 
fearing I might preach on union, so repungent 
to the feelings of so many; although Christ’s 
church was resuscitated in Cane Ridge revival 
in 1773 to 1818 by the union of Methodist, 
Baptist, Presbyterian and Quaker churches 
on these God given Bible principles. But now 
several of Hrratp or GospeL Linertry writers

The Great. Teacher declared, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life’—the way.

Christendom, to-day, is awakened to the 
fast that “In union there is strength.” To be 
united, means what? Does it mean to work 
upon one platform, with one object, one end? 
Does union live in name, and name only? 

The Christian church lives, loves, and works 
upon this one principle, “Union;” one Chris- 
tian character as good as another—“for man 
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is born equal’—with no scruples of words 
nor consciences, if we interpret passages differ- 
ently in words, if the essence of the divine 
statement is not overruled. 

With these principles, “The fruit of the 
spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, kind- 
ness, goodness, faithfulness, meekness, self- 
control, against such there is no law.” Gal. 
5:22; one head, Christ; one brotherhood,— 
the brotherhood of believers; one baptism,— 
Christ’s baptism; and the noblest of tests, 
Christian character. We are, in spirit and 
aim, one in God, the Father, Christ, God’s Son, 
and the Holy Spirit, the Comforter. 

Union in desire, prayer, purpose, peace and 
belief, led by the spirit in the divine light, as 
found in the spiritual law. 

If in the divine light, as we believe we are, 
to whom can we go for union? For “we are 
union.” Christians, brotherhood of believers, 
servants and disciples of Christ the Son, and 
God the Father, to whom can we go? We have 
no lines or creeds save the Bible; then to 
whom can we go?

Others may unite on God’s broad platform, 
which debates, councils or conferences cannot 
weaken or bend, and so become in union with 
Christ, Christ’s bride, the Christian church, 
his first love, and Christian brotherhood of 
believers. 

The Christian church has no chance for un- 
ion—for “we are union.” Others may unite 
with us, and believe, “I am the way, the truth 
and the life.’ Christ is truth, and truth is 
unchangeable; in union we take his name and 
it is unchangeable. Acts 11:26. God loves 
the sinner, but hates his ways. Jesus pleads 
for the sinner, suffered for the sinner, and in- 
vites him to unite with his saints in union. 
“God is as flowers of unchangeable color, and 
odors of wonderful smell.” 

To be in union, the sinner must go to God, 
unite, take his love in its unchangeableness, 
and be satisfied. 

The Christian church is, we _ believe, 
with unbiased and normal conscience, the 
church of God; and if true, is unchangeable, 
for “Christ our high priest, became us, holy, 
guileless, undefiled, separated from sinners, 
and made higher than the heavens; who need- 
eth not daily, like those high priests to offer 
up sacrifices, first for his own sins, and then 
for the sins of the people: for this he did once 
for all, when he offered up himself.

Militarism in Plain Language. 

Comparatively few of the advocates of 
larger armies and navies at the present time 
would be willing to admit, in public, that 
they regard war as a normal feature in the 
life of nations now and for all time, although 
it is impossible to find any other premise than 
this on which to base their militarist logic 
and their incessant and ever-increasing war 
preparations in times of peace. Most of the 
advocates of enlarged naval armament pro- 
fess to be animated by a strong desire to 
maintain peace, but their whole argument for 
continued war preparations rests upon the 
clear assumption that forever in the future, 
as in the past, the nations of the earth are to 
be regarded in the light of a pack of wolves 
ready at any moment to spring upon one of 
their number who betrays any weakness or 
is for an instant off his guard. 

It has remained for Captain Charles Ross, 
an English writer, to come out in open and 
frank advocacy of the doctrine that occasion- 
al war is essential to the happiness and pros- 
perity of nations and that war preparations, 
therefore, are to be regarded as a regular and 
necessary feature of every national program 
now and forever more. These humane and in- 
spiring views are set forth in extenso by Cap- 
tain Ross in a book entitled “Representative 
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Government and War.” As illustrations of 
the workings of the militarist mind and a 
setting forth of the current “war preparation” 
delusion in all its frankness and brutality, 
the volume is worth some attention. Captain 
Ross is at one with Machiavelli in believing 
that all means are justifiable in conducting the 
affairs of a nation. What could be more out- 
spoken than this passage? 

“It is by war, and by the constant study of 
war, alone, that a nation can maintain itself 
in such condition as will enable it to combat 
and overcome its enemies. Without this stim- 
ulus the human race would quickly degener- 
ate. * * * It would indeed seem to be a 
law of nature that nations, equally with men, 
with the beasts and with the vegetable world, 
must struggle for existence. * * * And 
so with nations, however comfortable the exist- 
ence of a nation, let it turn its main thoughts 
to war; aye, and let it regard every opportu- 
nity for reinvigorating itself by actual war as 
a blessing in disguise.” 

We are told that to-day, as ever, “nations 
are potential robbers; there is no law or police 
force to prevent robbery; fear of the intended 
victim or of other nations will alone deter 
* * * there is, and can be, no sentiment in 
the struggle for existence, for nations are, 
so to speak, savages actuated, not by motives 
of humanity and philanthropy, but by pure 
self-interest * * * all must be prepared 
to strike.” LEvery nation that wishes to sur- 
vive must, therefore, it is argued, adopt “peace 
strategy,” which will detect the national ad- 
versaries, evolve a general plan of campaign, 
isolate and weaken the adversary, secure the 
co-operation or neutrality of other nations, 
consolidate the home power. Peace strategy 
must be accompanied by “preparations for 
war,” so as to “render the whole national re- 
sources immediately available,’ to evolve a 
plan of actual campaign, to establish an effi- 
cient intelligence in the adversary’s territory 
and elsewhere, by means of which “not only 
shall good information be forthcoming but 
false information circulated, sedition and dis- 
union caused in the ranks of the adversary, 
and that adversary brought into disrepute 
throughout the civilized world.” It is a lit- 
tle difficult to understand why Captain Ross 
thinks it necessary to use the word “civilized” 
with respect to the world he depicts. His 
volume, as it stands, is commended to the 
careful perusal of our naval expansionists who 
ought to find it a source of inspiration and 
encouragement, since it speaks out clearly 
and boldly in behalf of the very doctrines: they 
are putting into practice. L, A. M.

HUMAN RELATIONS. 
BY DANIEL B, ATKINSON. 


“Are you a society?” “No,” answered Robert Fal- 
coner, “why should we be anything? We are an 
undefined company of people who have grown into 
human relations with each other naturally through 
one attractive force—love for human beings. When 
we die, there will be no corporate body left behind 
to stimulate life.” 

Christ constituted no_ society, 
design, laws, and formal organization definitely 
fixed. He set in motion no extended machin- 
ery for the propagation of his religion. He left not 
a line of writing, and all that we have of his spoken 
discourses and conversations has come to us from 
the pens of others. 

Christ’s magnificent neglect of formal organization 
is no proof that formal organization is sinful, or 
even unnecessary, but it may suggest that there are 
other matters far more important. Machinery is 
a good thing, but machinery without the power to 
run it is valueless. Our denominational machinery 
is helpful; but when it becomes cumbrous or dead or 
the cause of strife among brethren for places of 
honor, it is Nehushtan—a thing of brass. 


Robert Falconer expressed the important thing when 
he referred to his “undefined company” as “people 
who have grown into human relations through one 
attractive force.” That is the essence of Christianity. 
A man becomes a Christian because he is drawn into 
human relations with other Christians by the attrac- 
tive force of Christ. The power that emanates from 
the throne of God makes men brothers and sons of 
God. The withered hand, restored by power divine, 
becomes a consecrated instrument to draw others 
into Christian fellowship. And so the kingdom of 
God comes. 


The extension of human relations is dependent 
very largely upon mutual confidence, and this is es- 
pecially true in the kingdom of God. In law the 
accused is given the benefit of the doubt. In Chris- 
tian circles the brother ought to be given the bene- 
fit of his profession. If he has the spirit of Christ, he 
may be expected to act in accordance with the spirit 
of the Master. Suspicion, distrust, jealousy are very 
demons to destroy human relations. Whatever tends 
to destroy man’s confidence in his brother exerts a 
disintegrating influence. Stronger than formal or- 
ganization, more enduring than thum-screw obedience, 
is confidence born of tested fellowship. 

One of the things we need in our own brotherhood 
is .the cement of confidence, a less suspicious fellow- 
ship, a more generous spirit. There are wrongs to 
be righted, and always will be, but if the organization 
cannot corfect the faults without breeding general 
distrust, it reveals an alarming weakness, more to 
be feared than the faults themselves. The body 
must grow from within, if it grows at all. The ad- 
ditions from without will partake of the character 
of those within. A divided, backbiting church never 
disciplines its new members in love, but rather trains 
them to be grumblers and faultfinders. 

These human relations are the ones we sustain 
day after day with our brethren. They are not 
mysterious, shadowy things, but the realities of life. 
They necessitate such things as love, confidence, trust, 
kind words, good-will; solid, open-hearted, shamless 
fellowship and co-operation. The cultivation of con- 
fidential human relationships is not the work of a 
day, and eannot be accomplished by a spasmodic 
effort. While we may look to our “leaders” to set 
us a generous example, the burden of the task -rests 
upon the “common people.” After all they are the 
enduring part of an organization. They can be 
trusted to-day. Their trust, their confidence in our 
organization and in the brethren is unwavering. 
Whatever destroys that confidence will in the very 
nature of things weaken the fabric of our human 
relations.

Emergency. 

We use the word emergency in the sense of 
“condition calling for immediate action; ex- 
igency, urgent need.” Scarcely any enterprise 
or branch of business but comes to such pe- 
riods in its history. Even in those branches of 
business where there is a direct financial reci- 
procity—-of. value received. In these, calcula- 
tions can be made more closely than in branches 
of business that are purely benevolent in char- 
acter, like that of missions, which is wholly 
dependent on the voluntary contributions of 
the people. 

Those who understand conditions, and the 
workings of the mission boards of the larger 
denominations, and the emergencies that come 
to them, do not greatly wonder that the Chris- 
tians, new in the missionary enterprise as they 
are, should come to periods of “urgent need, 
calling for immediate _action”’—heroic action. 

Such a need now exists. This is not caused 
by any decrease in interest or offerings, for 
there is some increase in these, but from the 
fact that this increase is not equal to the 
growth of the work and its legitimate demands. 

The Board is very anxious to close the year 
and the quadrennium, October 1, with all obli- 
gations met. To do this, by as careful esti- 
mate as we are able to make, there must come 
to the treasury during the quarter ending 
October 1, an amount equal to the receipts of 
the last quarter of last year; and, in addition, 
an 

EMERGENCY FUND OF $3,000. 


The above amounts received will bring us 
to the close of the year and the quadrennium 
with all present obligations provided for. . 

The Board has had confidence in the brother- 
hood, that they would rise to the situation and 
meet the demands which evidently God is plac- 
ing upon them. 

At this stage of the work while God’s bless- 
ings are so crowning the labors of our mis- 
sionaries in the various fields, the Board has 
not believed that our people could approve a 
policy of severe retrenchment, or calling in of 
missionaries. The Board still has faith in the 
brotherhood. Hence the Boarp, not the Mis- 
sion Secretary nor the Mission Council, but the 
Board, has sent an “Emergency” letter to some 
persons known to be friends of the cause, men- 
tioning a certain amount which they are asked 
to contribute or secure towards this $3,000, 
if they can do so, by September 15th. 

We make this public statement, knowing full 
well that there are many others whom we do 
not know personally, or whose names have not 
occurred to us, that are well able to contribute 
personally, or secure $25 or more by the time 
suggested, for this cause. This is meant as a 
call, an earnest call to them. 

THE NEW YEAR. 

Besides, the Board—that shall be—ought to 
have a good balance with which to begin the 
new year. To carry on its work, from now un- 
til the time for the next annual collection, the 
Board will have to depend mainly on personal 
offerings. These will be gladly accepted in any 
amounts. We are glad to say that quite a 


number have made personal contributions this 
year. But the great majority have not con- 
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tributed except what they 
the annual church offerings. 
in this way what they have felt able to give. 
But how very, very few have contributed more 
We dare say there are many 
of our church members whose income is $500 
to $5,000, who have not contributed five dol- 
lars this year to the cause of missions.

LESSON: TEACHING: ‘TRUE PRAYER COMES FROM A 
Heart THAT SEES Gop. 

Margaret was making doll clothes in the attic. As 
she searched the big scrap-box for a bit of ribbon for 
dolly’s hat, she first found a dingy brown one like 
this. (Show ribbon, or make a stroke of colored 
crayon on the board or paper for each color as men- 
tined). “That’s too dark,” she decided, and tossed 
it aside. Next she found a yellow ribbon like this. 
“That’s much better; I think it will do,” she said 
aloud, folding the bit of ribbon into a bow against dolly’s 
hat. While she looked at it the yellow ribbon looked 
down scornfully at the dingy brown one and said, 
“I’m much better than you are, I heard her say so. 
If I were as ugly as you I should hide for shame.” 
Then it fluttered its folds proudly against the little 
hat until suddenly a sunbeam, stealing through the 
attic window, fell upon something white at the 
farthest end of the box, and Margaret, reaching for it, 
drew out a pretty ribbon of such snowy whiteness 
that the yellow ribbon looked quite faded and dull 
beside it. (Show white ribbon). “Oh, that’s what 
I want,” she cried, dropping the yellow ribbon beside 
the brown one, where it lay only long enough to say, 
“You ugly thing, you will never be used for any of 
dolly’s fine clothes. I shall not stay near you.” Then 
it slipped slowly away until it fell in a heap at the 
bottom of the box, and was soon covered up and for- 
gotten. Presently the poor, brown ribbon’s feelings 
were soothed by its being used to trim dolly’s new 
coat, upon which the yellow ribbon might just as 
well have fluttered had it not been too proud to re- 
main in sight near its brown neighbor. The trouble 
with it, you see, 
itself and at the darker ribbon, compared with which

it looked very well. If it had looked at the white 
ribbon, as did Margaret, it would soon have seen 
how much it lacked of being clean and pure. Of 
course this little story is only a fable, for ribbons 
can’t think or talk. I have told it only to help ex- 
plain a story that Jesus tells in our lesson to-day. 
There are two stories in the lesson which is found 
in the third gospel (name?). What do we call these 
stories of Jesus which were meant to teach people 
lessons about spiritual things? These parables were 
told to a company of disciples and Pharisees to teach 
them more about prayer. The first tells of a poor 
widow who had been wronged by an enemy, who 
perhaps had cheated her or taken her property in 
some way. She went to the judge, of the city, whose 
business it was to settle all quarrels and trouble, 
asking him to punish the man. The judge was a 
wicked man, who feared no one, not even God, so 
he paid no attention to her. But when she kept com- 
ing he finally helped her just to get rid of her. Jesus 
said if so wicked a man would help one who kept 
asking, surely our heavenly Father, who is loving and 
kind, will always help his children who keep com- 
ing to him in prayer. He meant to teach by this 
story, which reminds me of the one we had lately 
about the unfriendly man who only gave his neigh- 
bor bread to get rid of him, that we should not 
stop with one asking, but believe that God is willing 
to give when he sees best, and never stop praying. 
The other story is the one which makes me think 
of the ribbons. Jesus said two men went up -to the 
temple to pray. One was a publican, whose life was 
so full of sin he would not go very near the holy 
place, but stood afar off with his head down. He 
was like the brown ribbon. The other, a proud 


Pharisee, walked close to the holy place where peo- 


ple would see him, lifted his eyes up toward heaven, 
and said these words (read verses 11, 12). Which 
ribbon does he make you think of? Yes, he, like 
the yellow ribbon, looked only at himself and upon 
the poor, sinful publican, and saw only his own 
goodness, about which he told God. (Write PHari-

drawing of a pair of eyes in place of the word cyes 
will be better). The publican saw something greater 
than the goodness of the Pharisee, and greater even 
than his own sinfulness. (Write PUBLICAN’ and OF 
Gop). He saw that God’s goodness was so great he 
would not: dare to speak of a single good deed he 
had ever done, but felt very sorry for the sin in his 
heart, and all he could say was our Golden Text. 
Let us all repeat it. We learned not long ago that 
merciful means full of mercy, ag was the Good Sa- 
maritan. The publican knew he did not deserve 


‘merey from God, but he believed that God was 


merciful even to sinners when they were sorry, 
so struck his breast to show he deserved to be pun- 
ished, and for a prayer said only these words (repeat 
again). Which ribbon, the brown or yellow, was 
used by Margaret in this story? Why? Which man 
in the parable do you think God was more pleased 
with? Yes, the publican, because the Pharisee, by 
his pride, put himself where God could not bless 
him, as the yellow ribbon put itself where Mar- 
garet could not use it. This makes me think of 
another text. which we had Jately, “He that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted.” This is what Jesus said 
to the humble Publican. 

Let us learn in prayer to look not at our own 
goodness, but at God’s, which is so much greater 
than ours that seeing the difference will keep us 
humble so that God can bless us.

The passage of the Red 
Sea. Food and drink by miracle. Victory over ene- 
mies by means of prayer. Giving of the moral law. 
Instructions for making the tabernacle and its vessels. 
Consecration of Aaron and his sons to the priesthood. 
Punishment for making the golden calf. 

Period covered eighty years. The early life of 
Moses, the parents of Moses, his birth, hiding in the 
little ark, adoption, education, flight from Egypt, 
burning bush. The ten plagues, the horrors sent 
on Egypt to make its king release Israel. The ex- 
odus, the going out. Passage of the Red Sea; the 
children of Israel crossed on dry land, and the 
Egyptians were drowned. Food and drink by mir- 
acle: God fed the children of Israel in the wilder- 
ness by manna from heaven, and gave them water 
from the rock. 

Victory over enemy by prayer: Aaron and Hur 
held up the hands of Moses in prayer, while Joshua 
led Israel against the Amalekites. 

Giving of the moral law: Moses went to the top 
of Mt, Sinai, where he once kept sheep. God gave 
him the ten commandments, and the laws, being 
gone forty days and nights. Instruction for making 
the tabernacle, etc.—while there the Lord gave him 
full instructions for making the tabernacle, and all 
of its belongings. Consecration of Aaron and his 
sons of the priesthood: God also told Moses to make 
Aaron the high priest, and his sons priests. Punish- 
ment for making the golden calf: While Moses was 
up in the mount, being gone so long the people 
thought that he had deserted them, the people made 
a golden calf. Moses went down and burned it, 
making the people to drink the ashes. 

Look forward to tne next lesson. It is Levitiéus. 
It will give us the law of worship. Let us be able 
to compare it with ours.

The musie for the service consisted 
of an anthem, “Fear Thou Not,” by the 
choir; a duet, “Jesus, The Very Thought 
of Thee,” by Mr. Byron Eddy and Miss 
Iiitie Cole, and the hymns, “Joy to the 
World” and “Blest Be the Tie That 
Binds.” 

The Scripture lesson was from II Cor. 
4:6. In the absence of Rev. G. A. Coni- 
bear, the installing prayer was offered 
by Rey. W. J. Reynolds, the former pas- 
tor. 

In his charge to the people, Rev. W. J. 
teynolds began. by saying that he 
thought he had a pleasant duty to per- 
form.

SUMMARY OF INSTALLATION AT SWANSEA 
CENTER, MASS. 

Text, Psalms 118: 25. “O, Lord, I be- 
seech thee, send now prosperity.” 

We stand at an important epoch in 
the life of this church,—the public recog- 
nition of the beginnning of a new pas- 
torate. QOur minds are in _ retrospect 
and prospect. We recall the past with 
its faithful men and pleasant asoscia- 
tions; but it is mainly to the future we 
look; for in it is our work, and in it is 
our hope. 

Doubtless all join in the prayer of the 
text, “O Lord. I beseec h thee, send now 
prosperity.” 

This desire is proven by the main- 
tenance of a Christian chureh in this 
conununity. This in itself is the testi- 
mony that we recognize our obligation 
to help the people in a local way, and 
to do what we may for the spread of 
righteousness in the world. 

The subject of prosperity is interest- 
ing because of the supposed decline in 
religious interest in this country. Cer- 
tain phases of religious activity may not 
be so strong as formerly, but there is 
and can be no decline in the power and 
efficiency of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The seeming decline of the church may 
be due to the increasing prevalence of 
liberal thought and independence of ac- 
tion. Men more and more refuse to 
conform to the outlines set for them by 
past authority and choose their. own 
way of doing their work. 

It may be due in some degree to the 
passing of the old-time revival which 
counted much as genulne which was not 
so. The revival has its place, but we 
well know that the lasting influence does 
not measure up to the first figures in 
all cases. The seeming lessening inter- 
est in religious work may be due to a 
false method of reckoning prosperity. 
It is said Americans love the multipli- 
cation table and reckon.the worth of 
everything by it. But we all know num- 
bers are not the criterion of power in 
any sphere of life. Neither in military 
affairs, in statesmanship, nor in religion. 
The strength of the church, the work 
of the minister, the finer things in life, 
all elude the census-taker, 

There are some considerations vital to 
prosperity. We must find the true mean- 
ing of religion and of salvation. 

Religion must be goodness. We can 
not make it a creed or the acceptance 
of a traditional view of the Bible. Our 
lives must be good, and our works must 
be good. 

Salvation must be interpreted in a 
rational and useful way. It must be 
something more than exemption from the 
burnings of the next world; it must be 
something more than the hope of escape 
from the penalty of violated laws. It 
must be character that is above ignoble 
things, and that serves the truth for 
the truth’s sake. The true salvation is 
Cnristian character. 

We must cultivate the spirit that un- 
derlies true Christian work and makes 
it effective. We must have faith. Not 
that we believe everything taught in the 
nane of truth, but faith in God, in his 
word, in Jesus Christ, in righteousness, 
in our own talents’ and responsibility 
for our part in helping bring the world’s 
redemption. The spirit of prayer. Real 
and sincere prayer. Prayer that has 
behind it virtue and sincerity, and the 
steadfast purpose to make our lives good. 

We must learn Christlike activity. So 
much of our work is aimless. We must 
have aim and constanecy.. ‘Our acts 
must be of the New Testament type in 
kind and degree. The great world-spirit 
must possess us, which will give us a 


share in giving the gospel to all the -na- 
tions, 

These graces tempered with love will 
make the work of the church succeed. 
It will bring the individuals who en- 
gage in it, into the richest inheritance ; 
it will minister to the highest welfare 
of the community; and help coming gen- 
erations to find the truth that shall make 
them free.
